President Roosevelt Indignant. 

The charge upon which a number of city 
otlicials and citizens will be called to defend 
themselves is the diversion, or theft, of 
funds sent to this city for the relief of the 
sufferers from the big calamity of April last. 

4) irdignant was President Roosevelt on 
hearing of the stealing of the funds con- 
tributed by sympathetic citizens of the union 
to the relief of the unfortunates of San Fran- 
cisco that he is said to have declared he would 
bring the offenders from the uttermost parts 
of the earth should they make their tem- 
porary escape. 

The president’s resentment was so great 
that when it was suggested the criminals 
might flee to Honduras for safety, it is re- 
ported that he expressed himeelf in favor of 
retrieving them with a man of war, if such an 
extreme measure be necessary toinsure their 
return for trial. 

During the first days following the fire 
many persons throughout the country for- 
warded relief moneys by postal orders, and 
by inclosing scrip in envelopes and other 
packages. These were forwarded in care of 
Mayor Schmitz. It is said that amounts 
ranged from 50 cents upward into hundreds 
of dollars were sent through this agency, 

That only a comparatively small sum 
reached the Red Cross society or the citizens’ 
relief committee ig shown by the records of 
those bodies. It is estimated thet relief 
moneys were forwarded through 10,000 post- 


erable sums through expreas companies. 


One Hundred Detectives at Work. 

Over 100 of the most expert operatives af 
the secret service @epartment have been at 
work among the postoffices of the union and 
in this city tracing the money orders and re- 
oeiptse.’

“T wish to note with emphasis that we do 
not think of pressing in between France and 
Russia, nor between France . and Great 
Britain.

It was at this point in his speech that the 
chancellor revealed she mailed fist of Ger- 
many’s diplomacy.

“ But an understanding between the west- 
ern powers without the maintenance of good 
relations with Germany would constitute a 
danger to European peace. A policy whose 
object would be to encircle Germany by ar- 
rangements designed to isolate and disable 
us would be-critical for the peace of Europe. 

“The formation of such a ring is imposst!- 
ble without using a certain degree of pressure 
and causing, in turn, a counter pressure 
which would be followed shortly by an explo-

No. War with England. ‘ 


Tt was nonsense, continued the chancellor, 
to suppose that Germany was building a fleet 
to make war against Great Britain. Germany 
had the right and it was her duty to have a 
navy proportionate to her mercantile marine. 

The chancellor did not agree with the crit- 
icisms of Italy and Austria. He denounced as 

“untruthful, prejudiced inventions ’’ the re- 
ports of Germany's design 
Russian Poland or in the Baltic provinces. 
Germany, he said, desired internal peace in 
Russia and also a strong Russia. 

The relations between Germany and Russia 
had not for a long time been so good as now. 
Germany could also be certain that their in- 
terests would not be unfavorably affected by 
the Anglo-JAussian agreement over Tibet.

EXPRESS COMPANIES MUST 
OBEY STATE LAWS—STEAD. 


Attorney General Holds They Are 
Common Catfriers and Therefore Un- 
der Railroad Commission’s Control 


Springfield, [ll., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—If the 
railroad and warehouse commission acts in 
accordance with an opinion recently ren- 
dered by Attorney ‘General Stead, the ex- 
press companies of Illinols will be compelled 
to abide by the new schedule of rates, At- 
torney General Stead holds that the com- 
panies are common carriers and are under 
the jurisdiction of the commission. 

It is probable that at the next meeting the 
subject will be taken up.for discussion and a 
schedule will be arranged. The action prom- 
ises to be similar to that when it was decided 
to cut freight rates. Officers of express com- 
panies will be given an opportunity to make a 
comparison of charges.

The bill is now in 
the hands of an attorney, who is examining 
its provisions carefully, and wil! report to the 
‘association on Jts constttutionality and the

“There is no use in our starting this cam- 
paign again unless we have every nurse in the 
staté, graduate and nongraduate, with us,”’ 
said Mise Harriet Fulmer, superintendent of 
the Visiting Nurses’ association, in an im- 
promptu address. “‘ This is not a clase mat- 
ter: it concerns every man, woman,and child 
in the state. And as for the nurses, every 
nurse in the state is to be given an opportunity 
to register. The régulations of the board of 
examiners will be a state affair, and will go 
on after the Ulinois State association is out 
of existence."

In dealing with the insurance question the

With the socialists’ resolutions disposed 
of by reference to the committee on resolu- 
tiong the convention extended a hearty wel- 
come to a newcomer in the labor fol, the 
farmers’ union, known as the American So- 
ciety of Equity.

For, 
whereas the patronymic of the dukes of 
Norfolk is Howard, that of Lord Arunde] is 
Arundel. The Artndel family was founded 
by Sir Ralph Arundel, who was sheriff of 
Cornwall in 1860. The most notable mem- 
ber of the family, however, was Sir Thomas 
Arundél, who in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth entered the service of the emperor of 
Germany, and so. greatly distinguished him- 
self at the battle of Gran against the Turks, 


capturing their standard with his own hand, | 
that he was created then and there a count | 


of the Holy Roman empire by Emperor Ru- 
doiph II., being raised to the English peer- 
age as Lord Arundel of Wardour by King 
James I. on his return to England. 

The second lord blew the greater portion 
of Wardour castle into the air rather than 
leave it in the hands of Oliver Cromwell and 
of his troops, who had besieged it success- 
fully; while the third lord was imprisoned 
for five years in the tower of London upon 
the-perjured testimony of the infamous in- 
former, Titus Oates. Other members of this 
farnily, all of whom ‘possess the Austrian 
title of count and countess of the Holy Ro- 
man empire, conferred upon the first lord 
by Emperor Rudolph of Germany, include 
the late Lady Burton, wife of the celebrated 
oriental explorer, Sir Richard Burton. The 
late Lord Arundel was devoted to literary 
pursuits,-and among his works is “ The 
Secret of Plato’s Atlantis.”

A NEW TARIFF RTPORMER. 
[New York Times, Noy. 14.] 
It ls announced by John Callan O'Laughblin, 


‘ special correspondent of Tue CuicaGco Tris- 


UNE in Washington, that immediately upon 
the meeting of congrees next month Senator 
Cullom of Ulinois will introduce a joint resol u- 
tion in the senate providing for the appoint- 
ment of an expert tariff commission to con- 
sider and report on those schedules which 
should be revised. “I feel,” enys that sena- 
tor, “ the tariff should not be the subject of 
partisan politics, but should be treated pure- 
ly in the interest of the laboring people.” 


~ The general idea of the senator seems to be 


there should be a commission of competent 
persons sitting permanently, who should ex- 
amine into the detailed operation of each of 
the schedules of the tariff by itself and in 
connection with others; that this commission 
should recommend to congress any changes 
which, In its opinion, will be in the interest of 
the working people, and that the work shall 
be undertaken In such a .way that the revi- 
sion will not fall upon the eve of a presiden- 
tial election. 

It is all captivating, and, tn its essentia) 
features, not, at all new. The vision of a 
commission of experts, armed with the right 
of investigation, with a reasonable tenure of 
office, independent of politics, and possessing 
the authority which would naturally attach 
to them, has been before men’s minds for at 
least a quarter of a century. An effort was 
made to realize the vision under the presi- 
dency of Mr. Arthur. It was a feeble at- 
tempt, and, though it resulted In a report in 
which-the injustice and oppression of the then 
existing tariff were plainly shown and its 
radical] amendment was clearly recommend- 
ed, the outcome in congress was a series of 
tariff rates considerably higher in their aver- 
age effect than those which it was under- 
taken to reduce, .The novelty in the present 
situation is that the movement for revision 
is based upon the interest of the working peo- 
ple, and may be supposed to reflect a certain 
sentiment among them, How definite that 
sentiment is, or how strong, it is impossible 
to say; but Mr. Cullom is in a position to 
judge with a certain degree of accuracy con- 
cerning it, and has the .strongest possible 
reasons for doing so. If he pushes his move- 
ment with intelligence and energy he will 
have plenty of work cut out for him. 

One direction in. which revision might be 
feasible, and undoubtedly would be benefi- 
cial, ts in the reduction of the cost of mate- 
rials for industries, especially the minor in- 
Gustries, and of those in which the product 
of one is the raw material of another.
